MUDDLE, AND HOW 
TO CORRECT IT 


Mr. Ted Robbins, secretary Welsh 
F.A., has sent: out the agenda for 
the annunl_mecting of tha Inter- 
national Football Association Board 
-to be held at Linndudno on June 12. 


There js not likely to. be much 
opposition except fo the recom- 
mendation of the F.A, council that 
the F.A. shall be empowered to ask 
the International Board to permit 
cluby to experlment next scason with 
two referees In selected matches, and 
also Jn practice games ‘In. August.. 


It was expected that a reasoned 
amendment would be tabled against 
“this proposal, but at ‘the recent con~ 
ference of county associntions: in 
London, while there was an ovcr- 
whelming fecling against any trial 
of two' referees, It was thought the 
best way to meet thesituation, would 
be by a direct negative. aay 


In’ this connection, it may be 
polnted out that the official result 
of the polling of the Football League 
clubs hns never been announced. ‘It 
is known, however, that o big. 
majority were against the proposal 
going forward. In spite. of that fact, 
it has been contended that the pro- 
posal is being made in deference to 
the wishes of the League. Such a 
contention ts mbsurd in face.of the 
heavy adverse vote of the clubs, 


Amatcurs must not take too much 
for yranted, It is assumed the an- 
nual meeting will reject the suggest- 
ed’ two-referee contro], but much 


will depend on whether the profes 
sional clubs opposed to the scheme 
and the amateurs attend in full 
force. 3 . 


Advocates of the scheme will com- 
mand every possible vote of those 
whotsupport them, but there is o 
danger that the opposition will fail 
to kill the movement unless there Is 
a big rally on June 7.

SIGNINGS DELAYED |

H. L. WARREN BEATS 
~~" VON OPEL _ - 


(By C. Venables) 


: Ostend, May 17, 
A new record has been made for 

English rowing at the Internatlonal 
regatta here, when, following their 
successes yesterday, British crew: 
gained three further victories, an 
so won all the five events for which 
they had entered. 

One of. the most satisfactory features 
to-day has been the victory of Thames 
Rowing Club first crew for the Grand 
Challenge Cup of Ostend. Twice pre- 
viously they have been beaten by very 
narrow margins but this time they 
made no mistake about ft. In fact, 
from the first stroke there. was no 
doubt that they would win. . 

Striking 38 In the first minute to 
42.by Liege and 41 by Brussels Uni- 
versity, Thames went Into the Jead at 
once, ind after going 500 metres were 
at Jeast half a length ahead of Licge, 
who were about the same distance In 
front of'Brussels, Watts then dropped 
Thames's rate to 32, and though Liege 
were doing 46 the English cight gain- 
ed very fast, and at the 1,000 metres 
mark were about two lengths nhend. 
If Watts had pushed the crew hard 
they might: have won by 100 yards 
or more, but he preferred to tule 
dhings ensily, and still further reduced 
the rate to 29, Even so Thames were 
three lengihs ahead when they reach- 
cd the stands and the winning post, 
Liege and Brussels being almost level. 

Admitiedly Thames were never scri- 
ously pushed In this race, but thelr 
time of Gmin, 38sec. for the 2,000 
metres’ course was rather undistin- 
guished, and did not compare too 
favourably with the times of some of 
the other races.

HH. L. Warren raced extremely well 
when he won the senior sculls from 
four other competitors, including von 
Opel, who Is generally regarded as 
being amongst the best of the German 
scullers, Just as Thames had led al) 
the way in the eights so Warren went 
to the front at once, and after ‘hat 
was never really threatened.
